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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
art known to the Examiner is listed on the attached PTO 892 and 1449 forms. It is 
known in the art to coat resin core particles with conductive metals including nickel and 
gold, however, none of the prior art teaches a particle which has nickel/gold layer 
coating which has an intervening resin layer. Likewise, none of the art teaches a 
particle which is coated by a conductive layer with protrusions and subsequently coated 
by another resin layer and another conductive layer. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
